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The Dairy Industry 
and the 
Adjustment Act 


AIRYING withstood the shock 
the first post-war depres- 

sion better than any other 
export surplus problem. had 
good domestic market, which ex- 
panded through increase the 
per capita consumption dairy 
products well through the 
growth population. From 1921 
the end 1929 dairying was more 
stable and more profitable than 
most other agricultural enterprises 
this country. But this favorable 
situation was not destined last, 
and dairying now definitely 
among the depressed branches 
farming. looking the Fed- 
eral Government for help, under the 
terms the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act. 

The change came toward the end 
1929 when the demand for dairy 
products fell off and overproduction 
appeared. Dairy products did not 
pile visible surpluses, did 
cotton and wheat; but the consump- 
tion was either reduced had 
forced. Gross income from dairy- 
ing fell forty-six per cent between 
1929 and 1932. The average value 
dairy cows dropped from eighty- 
four dollars head 1929 thirty- 
two dollars head May, 1933. 
Dairying not yet badly off 
the wheat industry the cotton 
did immediately after the war, 
considerable resistance depress- 
ing Nevertheless, has 
some major problems urgently de- 
manding action. 


Control Production 


UTSTANDING among these prob- 

lems tendency for produc- 
tion run ahead consumption. 
changed conditions only very slow- 
ly. Once its production has started 
upward, the rising tendency per- 
sists, even against heavy fall 
the demand. January last there 
were 25,136,000 milk cows farms 
the United States, compared 
With only 22,330,000 January, 
mand had not arrested expansion. 
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Agricultural Adjustment 


Dairy production capacity the 
United States greater now than 
ever before, though the demand 
measured the purchasing power 
consumers abnormally low. 
Dairymen have begun readjust- 
ment. They are raising fewer heif- 
ers, and feeding their animals less 
liberally. But this slow way 
effect major readjustment. 
Accordingly, dairymen all parts 
the country are seeking, under 
Federal guidance, control pro- 
duction and prices. Dairying 
one the basic industries included 
the recently enacted farm adjust- 
ment law, which aims give farm 
products exchange value equal 
what they had before the war. 
The measure authorizes the Secre- 
tary Agriculture sponsor agree- 
ments calculated regulate produc- 
tion, fix trade margins that will 
fair both producers and con- 
sumers, establish prices 
sound economic basis, and pro- 
mote improvement trade ethics 
and practices. Many such agree- 
ments have been drawn up, and 
some are nearing adoption. They 
involve complex arrangements 
regulate both output and distribu- 


through the cooperation pro- 


ducers, distributors and processors. 
They also require the cooperation, 
any rate the cordial assent, 
consumers; because nothing useful 
can accomplished against con- 
sumer resistance. 


Pay Farmer Better 
offering its help reorganizing 
the dairy industry along lines 
made possible the new law, the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration announced what hopes 


do. Primarily, seeks make 
milk production pay the farmer bet- 
ter. wishes advance this ob- 
ject without excessively increasing 
prices the consumer, and without 
allowiag distributors and processors 
too much for their services. 
many metropolitan centers con- 
sumers ought pay more for dairy 
products than they pay now, the 
administration believes. 
ing them this, through trade 
agreements calculated maintain 
the dairy industry reasonably 
profitable basis, the administration 
has view the ultimate interests 
both producers and consumers. Pres- 
ent conditions jeopardize all inter- 
ests. 

This will appear once from 
glance certain tendencies that 
developed the dairy industry 
following the slump 1929. 
supplies increased, the price agree- 
ments that producers and distribut- 
ors had entered into broke down. 
Farmers threatened strikes and 
some localities actually withheld 
supplies. Other dairymen started 
price cutting. New distributors en- 
tered city markets, and sold milk 
cut prices. Often their plants were 
unsanitary. Dairymen and others 
set milk stands points beyond 
city limits. They revived the old 
dip system. They sold milk from 
uninspected herds, most un- 
pasteurized. 


The business established milk 
distributors declined. They sold 
less milk per route, with propor- 
tionate decrease the number 
deliveries. With lighter loads and 
longer routes, naturally their cost 
distribution per quart increased. 
Many distributing companies had 


t 


cut down the number their 
milk routes drastically. Meantime 
the producers, offset declining 
prices per quart, felt driven in- 
crease Consumers got 
illusory temporary benefit 
lower prices; but they lost important 
health safeguards, and ran the risk 
eventual shortages. 


Fluid Milk Market 


EFORM proposals embodied 
the proposed 
ments begin with fluid milk because 
about three-quarters the milk sold 
farmers goes into the fluid milk 
market. They recognize the well- 
established principle 
agreed should provide for the sale 
value basis, and for the distribution 
the proceeds producers pro- 
portion the quantity that they 
individually contribute for each use. 
This looks easy, but not. The 
so-called base-surplus plan furnishes 
the best known approach. Under 
this plan, which appears all the 
agreements now under considera- 
tion, the producers get one price for 
certain base-part their output, 
and lower price prices for the re- 
mainder. This because the value 
the milk used for fluid purposes 
averages higher than that the 
milk going into butter, cheese, and 
other dairy products. 

multiple price system has 
natural basis. Under the old flat- 
price system the producer had noth- 
ing draw the different demands 
the market his attention. 
had early warning impending 
overproduction. When paid 
one price for his milk that goes into 
the fluid market, and lower price 
prices for the rest, realizes the 
effect overproduction. has 
had some experience this plan, 
which has worked well many mar- 
kets. Now wants broadened 
and strengthened, federally in- 
dorsed trade agreements that will 
penalize its violation. Successful 
operation the plan requires high 
degree control among producers 
and distributors. the business 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration supply the necessary 
regulation. 


Basic-Surplus Plan 


the individual producer. Each 
producer has allotted him base 
quantity for which receives the 
fluid Class price. For what 
produces above that quantity, 
receives only surplus price 
prices. The base quantity depends 
the fluid milk market, and the 
surplus the dairy-products mar- 


ket. the sense here used the 
synonymous with overproduction. 
There always market for milk 
butter-making, cheese-making, and 
the production condensed and 
evaporated milk. But when sur- 
plus enters the fluid milk market, 
more milk must into manufac- 
turing the lower price, and ex- 
cessive proportion the total offer- 
ings shows loss. When each pro- 
ducer knows how his own production 
divides into and surplus milk, 
the problem controlling the total 
production becomes simpler. 

The pending trade agreements 
would give each producer given 
milk area allowed base quantity 
determined his production dur- 
ing certain months, usually the low 
producing months, the year. 
some markets the base quantity per- 
mitted would only eighty per 
cent the actual production for the 
months considered. other mar- 
kets the full base amount might 
profitably marketable. still 
others increase might justi- 
tified. demand would 
govern. Markets will take much 
price they will take less and 
lower price more. There 
optimum point which the pro- 
duction and the price give the best 
return. This varies greatly dif- 
ferent markets, and the variation 
justifies important differences 
trade agreements. The Agricultur- 
Adjustment Administration must 
recognize this working out de- 
tails suited different local condi- 
tions. 


Experimental Act 

has the cooperation men fa- 

miliar with the and 
legal problems the dairy indus- 
try. Among them are: Dr. Clyde 
King, the University Penn- 
sylvania, who recently acted 
arbitrator for the Chicago milk 
zone; Francis Goertner, Westfield, 
New Jersey, attorney the legal 
division the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, who has given 
special attention dairy problems; 
and Edwin Gaumnitz, senior 
agricultural economist the United 
States Department Agriculture. 

already noted, the agreements 
contemplate regulating production 
maintain prices fair both 
producers and consumers, and per- 
mit reasonable margins distrib- 
utors. They are 
mental, and will eventually neces- 
sitate much readjustment. They 
not yet, for example, cover the 
butter and cheese industries and the 
processors condensed and evap- 


orated milk. Dairying, however, 
not single industry but group 


related industries. im- 
possible deal with the fluid milk 
market without affecting profound- 
the market for butter and cheese 
and other milk products. Eventu- 
ally, the agreements between pro- 
ducers and distributors will have 
articulated with agreements 
affecting the dairy industry 
whole. Experts the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration 
studying this problem, coopera- 
tion with leaders the various in- 
dustries. 

All elements the dairy world 
must kept mind. Fluid milk 
prices fixed too high would divert 
increased supplies milk into the 
butter and cheese industries, and 
unbalance them seriously. 
necessary consider also the effect 
given price level production 
well consumption. There 
are always high-cost and low-cost 
producers. Prices kept high enough 
maintain full production the 
high-cost farms would stimulate 
production tremendously the 
medium and low-cost farms. Soon 
the market would have new sur- 
plus. Conferees the recent dairy 
meetings recognized this danger and 
for that reason rejected the sugges- 
tion that prices should 
enough give every producer 
tent with prices high enough 
maintain profitably the production 
that the market needs. 


Authority Enforce Provisions 


NDER the Agricultural Adjust- 

ment Act power exists for the 
first time effect the complete or- 
ganization dairy producers and 
distributors. The trade agreements 
now preparation not differ 
greatly their objects from the ar- 
rangements previously made among 
various dairy groups. They aim 
adjusted production, fair margins, 
and fair prices. They differ from 
all previous plans, however, that 
behind them there legal authority 
enforce their provisions. Once 
agreement founded upon true pub- 
lic interest has been declared effec- 
tive milk area, one should 
permitted produce distribute 
milk violation its terms. These 
terms will rest the fullest possible 
information about production and 
consumption. They will 
tively easy enforce, because they 
will harmonize with economic reali- 
ties.

Nelecting And Fitting 
The Show Herd

art which some breeders seem 

possess instinctively and 
others never acquire. Hard and 
fast rules for separation show 
prospects from the remainder the 
herd cannot outlined. Such 
terms breed character, straight 
top, mammary development, etc., 
have definite meaning; but they 
are abstract terms and are hard 
correlate. The true showman 
his prospects and then 
verifies his hunch comparison 
with the score card. 

The process selection consists 
not only picking out the best 
representative for each class, but 
selecting alternate well. Not 
infrequently something happens 
the first choice the class and this 
necessitates the selection alter- 
nate. the event that one the 
first string animals eliminated, 
the alternate all ready take the 
place the animal that has fallen 
the wayside. The fitting and 
training alternates makes possi- 
ble substitute animals any time 
during the fitting process even 
between shows circuit fairs. 

the immature classes ani- 
mals often advisable carry 


three four animals for single 
class, because the younger animals 
change much from the beginning 
the fitting period the first show 
that the first choice made when 
the herd was lined the fitting 
string may outclassed the 
time the show held. 

Selection show herd made 
even more difficult the fact that 
after the animals have been shown 
individuals they must shown 
together certain groups. Hence, 
the show herd must selected not 
only for individual excellence, but 
uniformity type well. herd 
may contain four animals very 
excellent type, but 
animals resemble each other very 
closely they would not look well 
animals are stamped along much the 
same lines judge would inclined 
credit the excellence the indi- 
viduals their several dams, rather 
than the parent which they have 
common, the sire. 

The selection show herd, then, 
implies the selection animals that 
conform closely possible the 
Ideal Type Guernsey; and the 
same time the animals should look 
much alike possible. 


formity herd indicates that 
definite ideal has been set, and that 
many members the herd are ap- 
proaching that ideal. 


Fitting the Show Herd 

fitting process carried for- 

ward along three main lines 
feeding, grooming, training. 
The fitting period should begin 
least four weeks before the first 
show. the animals are selected 
from the entire herd well 
assemble the prospective show herd 
one row, preferably lined about 
they will the fairs. this 
way each animal will feel home 
between its neighbors, even when 
moved strange barn and among 
strange surroundings. 

considering the feeding the 
show herd one must have mind 
not only the kind and amount 
hay and grain, but also the hours 
feeding, the feeding receptacles, and 
the water. The basis the feed- 
ing program the grain mixture; 
and when circuit fairs con- 
templated simple grain mixture 
plex mixture will have changed 
from week week. basic ration 
200 pounds ground rolled oats, 
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Early the fitting process 
well use stiff bristle brush 
fibre brush get the loose particles 
out the hair. This also stirs 
the circulation thoroughly, and 
insures good flow rich red blood 


the hoofs are long and toes turn 
the legs will not stand squarely under 
the body. 

trimming careful not trim off 
much the hoof that the foot sore. 


200 pounds wheat bran, 100 pounds 
oil meal, and 100 pounds corn meal 
hominy very satisfactory for 
Guernseys. This may supple- 
mented with minerals, charcoal, 
bone meal, etc., desired; but really 
needs supplement other than 
salt. beet pulp available 
reasonable cost adds greatly 
the palatability any grain mix- 
ture, and little molasses can 
used soaking the beet pulp such 
variations the ration occur 
from week week from fair 
fair will pass unnoticed. 

The amount grain fed 
will have determined the 
fitting season progresses. 
bly small amounts are fed three 
times day, the amount being in- 
creased held constant the con- 
dition each animal indicates. 
When the animals get away from 
home they will expected eat 
from pails boxes and well 
let them acquire this habit before 
they leave well make 
practice watering the animals 
from pails also, and water of- 
fered soon the grain has been 
eaten most animals will drink readi- 
from pail, even they have 
been accustomed drinking cups. 

When contemplating circuit 
fairs well water the animals 
three times day and limit the 
water any one time two buck- 
ets. Large amounts water from 
source are very likely cause 
digestive disturbances Guernseys

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Feed hay after 
the grain has been eaten and the 


water consumed. this way only 
small amount will fed any 
one time, and the danger induc- 
ing indigestion will minimized 
when complete change roughage 
encountered each week. 

The feeding the show herd, 
then, resolves itself into matter 
getting the animals nearly 
possible the diet and routine 
the show circuit; making sim- 
ple grain mixture, cutting out the 
silage and replacing with beets 
beet pulp, feeding from boxes 
buckets three times day, watering 
after the grain eaten, and feeding 
hay after watering. 


Grooming 


process involves more than the 
daily brushing, washing, blank- 
eting, clipping, trimming the feet, 
and polishing the horns are all in- 
cluded the grooming process. 
sure, brushing the backbone 
the process, and each animal 
should thoroughly brusked once 


thoroughly once than 
heartedly two three times. 


nourish the skin and 
low the stiff brush with fine bristle 
camel’s hair brush, going over 
the animal thoroughly, even when 
there seems dust dirt 
removed the brush. This tends 
make the hair soft and silky, re- 
moves dead hairs, and gives the ani- 
mal that sleek, well-fed appearance. 
Follow the soft brush with light 
rub, using clean, dry turkish towel. 
Always brush and rub the same 
direction the hair grows. the 
foregoing procedure followed with 
regularity once daily any animal 
getting even fairly good feed will 
respond rapidly. 


general practice Guernseys 
are not washed weekly during the 
show season, some other breeds 
are; but well wash them once 
the beginning the fitting pro- 
cess. Pick out warm, bright day 
and wash with warm water that 
available. Soak the animal down 
thoroughly, then lather with any 
good grade soap. Some herds- 
men stick tar soap from year 
year, others use hard water cas- 
tile, some while still others 
use the jelly soaps even the liquid 
shampoo soaps. The essential fea- 
ture look out for small amount 
free alkali; alkali tends. 
unite with the oily secretions the 
skin and hair, leaving them dry and 
harsh. single washing this 
will not pronounced, but when 
herd washed weekly for two 
three months this factor assumes 
real significance. Scrub the ani- 
mal well with stiff brush, and 
against the grain the hair well 
rinse the soap and 
dirt off, rub the animal dry 
possible, and cover with double 
blanket until dry.

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duck blanket the most serviceable, 
and the type most commonly 
seen. For exhibition purposes, felt 
blankets striking colors, and with 
brilliant lettering, are sometimes 
used; but these are not practical 
serviceable the fitting period, and 
khaki blankets with black ink letter- 
ing are only little less effective ad- 
vertising. The canvas blankets may 
obtained lined unlined. 
the unlined blanket used light 
wool cotton blanket may 
pinned sewed This 
has the double advantage being 
more readily and more cheaply 
laundered, and being readily re- 
moved warm weather and re- 
placed cool weather. 

Another phase the fitting pro- 
cess the trimming feet. the 
hoofs are long, and the toes turn up, 
the legs will not stand squarely under 
the body; nor will the animal able 
walk normally. Examine the 
animal hard level surface, and 
the feet not stand firm and 
level the ground they should 
trimmed that the animal can 
stand squarely. careful not 
trim off much the hoof that 
the foot sore when weight put 
it. 

the routine preparing herd 
for the shows the matter clipping 
deserves careful consideration. 
rule, Guernseys are trimmed with 
clipper, rather than clipped all 
over. has been said that clip- 
ping the entire animal lazy 
man’s way the fit- 
ting process begun early, and the 
animals are well fed, and are thor- 
oughly brushed every day, should 
not necessary clip all over. 
Occasionally calf will fail shed 
its baby hair, and appears that 
such will the case may ad- 
visable clip her all over. Any 
animal that clipped all over 


should have this done least four 
weeks before the first show. 

The accepted trim Guernseys 
consists clipping the hair from 
strip the center the face, from 
the nostril the lower corner 
the eye, then from the upper corner 
the eye under the horn and includ- 
ing the ear. Then the long hairs 
over the top the neck should 
trimmed down, care being exercised 
not leave ewe-necked appear- 
ance. The tail should trimmed 
from point about four inches above 
the switch the tail setting. The 
udder should trimmed, and 
enough the belly show the 
veins nicely. 

Polishing the horns step the 
grooming process that often dis- 
cussed. Some herdsmen believe that 
inasmuch only onepoint allowed 
the score card the horns are not 
important. that 
while the horns are given single 
point the score card they influ- 
ence the general appearance enough 
warrant spending some time 
them. The matter balancing the 
horns fit one another and blend 
with the head and body probably 
more important than putting 
high polish. With wood file 
light rasp the general form the 
horn can blocked out. Then 
finer file may used smooth 
irregularities, and finally emery 
cloth carborundum cloth may 
used prepare surface that will 
polish. This polish may con- 
sist simply wiping the horn with 
mineral oil sweet oil, may 
consist metal polish applied 
with clean cloth and burnished 
with piece flannel. Between 
these two, regards the amount 
labor involved, would come the 
practice painting the hornswith 
shellac.

ashowherdsuchsteps thorough 
and regular brushing remove dirt 
from the hide and hair and stimu-

Training 
RAINING the show 
volves two distinct and separate 
steps. Too often the training 
show animal considered complete 
when the animal responds fairly 
well efforts getting the feet 
placed squarely under the body. 
actual competition much more 
important that animal know how 
start, how walk, and how 
stop than that she know how 
pose after having stopped. Proper 
training the result hours pa- 
tient effort with the animal. Put 
halter and prepare spend 
hour one animal. Walk during 
the first ten fifteen minutes 
wear off excess energy, then stop 
pose the animal. After minute 
two start again, walk hun- 
dred yards so, and pose the ani- 
mal again. Repeat this process 
until you get from the animal the 
response you want. 

the animal walks try dis- 
courage haste. Fast walking usually 
means long steps, and each step 
stretches the animal much that 
poor impression gained from some 
particular angle. Not only that, but 
impossible stop cow grace- 
fully from walk. When walk-

Trucking 

cattle are now being trans- 

portedtothe fairs trucks, and 
this phase the work deserves some 
consideration. Truck bodies that 
are used primarily for the transpor- 
tation cattle are usually about 
eight feet wide and about twelve 
feet long. width eight feet 
permits Guernseys tied cross- 
wise comfort. length twelve 
feet will permit five large animals 
six medium sized ones car- 
ried one time. 

The floor must strong and solid, 
course, lest animal stick leg 
through and have broken. The 
walls should solid from the floor 
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inches prevent foot from going 
out the side, and also prevent 
the walls. The lat- 
ter procedure might lead injury 
the animal was jarred when one 
end the body was eighteen 
twenty inches off the floor. The 
upper part the truck body may 
slatted—four inch slats alternating 
with four inch the top 
the last slat being five and one- 
half six feet above the floor the 
truck. 


When cattle are moved 
certain days regardless the weath- 
er, the truck should equipped 
with canvas cover the body 
the truck, and with bows support 
this canvas. Lining the slatted 
part the truck with single layer 
burlap will permit free circulation 
air, but will shut out rain, snow, 
and dust. such truck cattle 
will travel fairly comfortably 
almost any kind weather. 

The floor the truck should 
covered with liberal layer sand, 
and then with sawdust shavings. 
Just little straw may used over 


the shavings, but when straw used 


liberally tends wad up. When 
straw used without shavings 
sawdust there are quite likely 
bare spots showing through the bed- 
ding. 

The placement the animals 
the truck, and the direction tieing 
depend upon the size the truck. 
the truck wide enough per- 
mit the animals stand crosswise 
the body this the most satis- 
factory way tie them. Put the 
heaviest animal next the cab, and 


tie the right; then the next 
size, but tied the left. The third 
animal again tied the right, the 
fourth the left, ete. Fit them 
snugly and there will less chance 
for crowding, slipping, mishaps 
any kind. not enough animals 
are taken fill the truck well 
fill the vacant space with bales 
hay straw, with bags 
grain. there not enough 
room for tier bales bags 
often helps materially fill large 
bags with hay straw and tack 
them around the inside the truck 
prevent bruising from violent 
contact with the slats the truck. 

Very frequently farm trucks 
the body not wide enough per- 
mit the cattle stand crosswise, 
which case they are tied head-on. 
Tie them short prevent swing- 
ing the horns and fighting. Tie 
the right hand one and the left hand 
one into the corners, and tie the 
middle ones two ways. 

The great danger truck trans- 
portation lies turning the corners 
too high rate speed. When 
the animals are crowded together 
closely the walls the truck body 
carry the load, whereas the ani- 
mals have room brace themselves 
they are likely try take the 
shock, and unless the footing very 
secure they will slide, and they may 
even fall down.

almost any Guernsey dairy 
farmer, large small, can make his 
herd pay living profit, according 
Dickey, Slippery Rock, Pennsyl- 
vania, who did that very thing with 
success. 

Mr. Dickey’s farm located 
very fine dairy section with keen 
competition the watchword. 
order meet the demands and 
make his herd pay, used some 
common sense plus vision the 
future, when purchased the Cold 
Spring Farm 1915. His back- 
ground consisted work la- 
borer, herdsman, and four years 
operating dairy farm the share 
basis. lost time joining 
the Grove City Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation, following the purchase 
two heifers and one cow 1917, 
which gave him start pure bred 
stock. the end the first year 
his herd only averaged 200 pounds 
butter fat. 

soon discovered that his herd 
could not make wages with this 
average and decided invest $910 
six pure bred Guernseys. His 
purchase included two cows, one 
$135 and another $200; two 
heifers and two calves. also

continued the cow testing asso- 
ciation. 


Butler County Bull Association 


investment began show 
results. But order im- 
prove the production and because 
could secure the services better 
bulls than could afford own 
himself, Mr. Dickey organized and 
joined the first Butler County Bull 
association 1925. 

has had the services those 
bulls from dams with over 800 
pounds butter fat, bred the 
sire’s side for seven years, total 
cost $270. There were three 
bulls the association, scattered 
various sections, for use the mem- 
bers. 

The results obtained from this 
Guernsey bull association were 
outstanding the end the first 
year that Mr. Dickey was awarded 
gold medal the Butler County 
Agricultural Association for the 
most outstanding work the year. 
This bull association still ex- 
istence and has resulted the or- 
ganization nine other bull asso- 
ciations Butler County, which 
one time was the largest number 
any one county the country. 
However, the present time only 
three the nine groups are active. 


Annual records kept the herd 
showed steady gain production 
and butter fat per cow, while his 
herd average was increased consid- 
erably. Mr. Dickey maintained 
herd average ten eleven cows 
during his early years and the 
present time has twenty head re- 
maining. 


Living Wage Campaign 
then began check his 

neighbors’ dairy herds and 
living wage. sold females for 
$3,250 and bull calves herd sires 
his neighbors for over twice the 
amount invested the bull associa- 
tion and service. This brought 
the level production adjoining 
herds and created demand for 
calves while still quite young.

limited protecting against erosion general 
deterioration. 


That the full power the Act used check 
the importation vegetable and marine oils and fats. 
Last year approximately 1,800,000,000 pounds such 
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products were imported, displacing dairy and animal 
fats and vegetable oils. 

That production substitutes and limitations 
dairy products contracted restricted the full 
extent permissible under the Act. 

That the American market preserved for the 
American producer, because grossly unfair and 
economically unsound restrict American acreage and 
production and the same time permit the importa- 
tion dairy products substitutes for such

Therefore, the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration aims 
primarily the control price 
through the control production.

Effective con- 
trol protection 
against unfair competition, en-
